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Fears spike 
over poison 
drink threat

AT least four women have 
fallen victim to drink spiking 
in pubs and clubs in Dunstable 
in just a few months, it has 
emerged. 

Luton on Sunday has spoken 
to an employee at one of the 
affected pubs who said it was 
‘happening more and more 
frequently’. 

The worker, who wishes to 
remain anonymous, said they 
knew of a woman whose drink 
was spiked after she and her 
friends were approached by 
someone who made them ‘feel 
uncomfortable’. 

Bedfordshire Police are 
currently investigating four 
reports involving women who 
became unwell after having a 
night out in Dunstable on 
January 31. 

Detective Sergeant Sandra 
Evans said the force’s enquir¬ 
ies led them to ‘believe that in 
each case the women were 
victims of drink spiking’. 

The bartender said: “It’s 


happening more and more 
frequently. I know of people 
that it’s happened to in the 
past few months and I have 
never been made aware of it 
until the past three to six 
months. 

“We had a telephone call 
from someone asking if our 
pub was okay because some¬ 
body had their drink spiked 
and had to go to hospital. 

“Also, one of my colleagues 
was on a night out and her 
drink was spiked and they 
went for a ride in a car. 

“In total I am aware of three 
cases. The woman who called 
the pub had not had any alco¬ 
hol to drink. She explained 
that someone had come to the 
table and had made them feel 
uncomfortable. 

“Later on the woman had 
started to feel funny and her 
friends took her to hospital.” 

The bartender added that her 
colleague had woken up ‘in the 
middle of nowhere’ but luckily 
managed to find help from a 
nearby house. 

Tom Fleming, manager of 


Unique nightclub in High 
Street North and chairman of 
the Dunstable Pub Watch 
group said the police had been 
in touch with bars in the area 
about the issue. 

He also said one of his 
regular customers told him her 
drink had been spiked while 
out at a different place. 

Mr Fleming said: “We have 
precautions in place so if 
someone feels they have been 
spiked, we have swabs we can 
use to check if their drink has 
been spiked. 

“I think you will find that it’s 
a countrywide problem, not 
just in the local area. I remem¬ 
ber there was one incident that 
took place seven months ago at 
a place I used to work. 

“Within our venue we also 
search people but there’s only 
so much you can do. 

“Spiking is something that 
more people should be made 
aware of because there are 
people out there that want to 
spike other people’s drinks.”

Public complaints 
against the police 
doubles in a year

THE number of complaints made 
against our police force last year was 
almost double that of the 
national average. 

In 2013/14 the total num¬ 
ber of complaints made 
against Bedfordshire 
Police increased by 29 per 
cent compared to a 
national increase of 15 per 
cent for England and 
Wales according to statis¬ 
tics issued by the 
Independent Police 

Complaints Commission. 

The rise follows an increase of 19 per 
cent in the force’s recorded 
complaints in 2012/13. 

In 2013/14 a total of 751 allegations 
were made against the force. 

Per 1,000 employees they recorded 
333 allegations, compared to 251 for all 
forces in England and Wales. 

Meanwhile 38 per cent of appeals 
from the public against Bedfordshire 
Police were upheld by the IPCC, 


compared with an 18 per cent upheld 
rate for those considered by the force 
itself. 

The IPCC upheld six of 12 appeals 
where people were unhappy that 
Bedfordshire Police had not 
recorded their complaint. 
Across England and Wales 
most grievances involve 
allegations that an officer 
has been neglectful or 
failed in their duty, or 
that an officer’s behav¬ 
iour has been uncivil, 
impolite or intolerant. 

Beds Police Assistant Chief 
Constable Nigel Trippett said: 
“Our officers and staff work 
extremely hard, often in difficult 
circumstances to protect people and 
fight crime with the single aim of keep¬ 
ing all of our communities across 
Bedfordshire safe. 

“While we accept that officers may 
not always get it right, we are commit¬ 
ted to challenging and dealing with 
anybody who falls short of the stand¬ 
ards we expect, and we must continu¬ 
ously strive to improve our service.”

Oily Martins ( pictured ) said 25 
full-time PCs would be stationed 
in Luton, 20 in Bedford and 30 in 
Central Bedfordshire should the 
public support his plans to 
raise the amount of 
council tax paid 
towards policing 
by 15.8 per cent 
- 48p a week for 
a Band D house 
(the 




average property). The 
remaining 25 officers would 
go towards tackling issues 
such as child sexual exploi¬ 
tation and cyber-crime. 

Mr Martins was due to 
present his plans to the 
Police and Crime Panel this 
week. 

He is currently consulting 
on the plans and said lat¬ 
est indications show 
^ that more than 50 
per cent of 
respondents 
support the 
increase.

ISIS recruit boasts about 
‘regular bin collections’ 


A LUTON ISIS recruit has 
attempted to justify the 
actions of Islamic State by 
claiming it provides regular 
bin collections to people 
under its control. 

Abu Rahin Aziz, 32, 
formerly of Hazelbury 
Crescent, Luton, is reported 
to have tweeted: “Did you 
know? The #islamicstate is 
so barbaric & their streets 
filthy, they have regular 
cleaning services. Bin 
collection, street cleaning.” 

ISIS recently burnt alive 
the captured fordanian 
pilot, Moaz al-Kassasbeh, 
and executed two fapanese 
men, journalist Kenji Goto 
and Haruna Yukawa. 

On his Twitter account, 
Aziz said the fordanian pilot 


‘got what he deserved’. Aziz 
joined ISIS last March after 
skipping bail for stabbing a 
football fan in the head with 
a pen. 

Over the last few weeks 
Twitter has shut down a 
number of extremist 
accounts. 

The crackdown included 
three accounts which Aziz 
had been using since he fled 
to Syria. 

At the time, a spokesman 
for Twitter said: “We do not 
comment on individual 
accounts, for privacy and 
security reasons. 

“All reported accounts are 
reviewed against our rules, 
which prohibit direct, spe¬ 
cific threats of violence 
against others.”

Failed school gets 
£ 180 k cash fund

A TRUST behind a failed free 
school received £180,000 in 
government funding, it has 
been revealed. 

Luton Girls’ Academy was 
due to open in September 
this year but it has been axed 
by the Department for 
Education (DfE) for making 
‘insufficient progress’. 

Responding to a question 
posed by Luton South MP 
Gavin Shuker, DfE undersec¬ 
retary Edward Timpson said 
the Ace Trust, which was 
behind the project, had 
‘received two PDG payments 
amounting to £180,000 and 
the department will take 
steps to recover any unspent 
funds’. 

He also said the DfE had 
spoken to Luton Borough 
Council on January 14 about 
‘potential implications’

withdrawing support and 
funding for the proposed 
school. 

The Ace Trust had said the 
school would provide an ini¬ 
tial 120 places for Year 7 
pupils in 2015/16, rising to 
840 students across Years 7- 
13 by 2021. 

On its website it had identi¬ 
fied a site in Kingsway, Luton, 


as its preferred location. 
When Luton on Sunday con¬ 
tacted the Trust, Adeola 
Sonola, who is one of its 
directors, said a media state¬ 
ment would soon be pub¬ 
lished regarding the matter. 

Mr Shuker said: “Basically, 
the government decided they 
were determined to get a free 
school in Luton so that they 
could demonstrate that they 
could provide one in an area 
that needs school places. 

“We have a massive need 
for school places but we are 
preventing the local authori¬ 
ty from building them. 

“The sad reality is that for 
the parents and students 
affected they are going to 
have to put up with what 
they are given. 

“But longer term, if the gov¬ 
ernment feel that we do need 
to have schools in place then 
I will be pushing for the local 
authority to do that.”

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Dealer jailed for hit 
hid his drug profits

A CONVICTED drug dealer 
who ordered a hit on his 
accountant love rival was 
back in court on Monday to 
admit hiding the profits. 

Shahzad Mahroof 

(j pictured ), 29, was jailed for 
life in August last year for 
conspiring to murder AtifAli, 
then 27, who was maimed in 
a shooting in Leicester Road, 
Luton, in May 2013. 

On Monday he appeared 
again in the dock at Luton 
Crown Court, alongside his 
taxi driver father Mohammed 
Mahroof, 52, mother Sophia 
Begum, also 52, and his 
brother Mumtaz Mahroof, 
24. The whole family live in 
Selbourne Road, Luton. 

Shahzad pleaded guilty to 
concealing criminal proper¬ 
ty worth £10,915. 

Mumtaz pleaded guilty to 
possessing criminal property 
to the value of £10,730. 

Mohammed pleaded guilty 
to using criminal property in 
the form of cash in June 2012 
to carry out home improve¬ 
ments. The prosecution 
accepted Sophia’s not guilty 



pleas to concealing criminal 
property. 

Prosecutor Neil King said in 
2009 Shahzad was jailed for 
45 months for possessing 
cocaine and heroin with 
intent to supply. When he 
became a suspect in the Mr 
Ali shooting, the family 
address was searched, on 
May 20, 2013. 

Mr King said: “In the kitch¬ 
en the police found £1,000 in 
cash in an envelope in a 
cupboard. The cash was 
tainted with cocaine. In 
Mumtaz’s room, £2,250 was 
found in a pillow case on his 
bed. In another pillow case 


there was an old balaclava. 
Under the mattress there was 
a knife in a sheath.” 

Police returned to the house 
on July 19, 2013. 

Scales, three drug dealer 
‘tick’ lists and a set of silver 
knuckle dusters were seized 
along with more cash from 
around the house totalling 
more than £18,000 - some of 
which was tainted with 
cocaine. 

Mr King said: “The crown’s 
case is that this is Shahzad’s 
drugs money that he has 
hidden about the house.” 

He said Mohammed earned 
£6k-£8k as a taxi driver while 
his wife received child bene¬ 
fit, but Mr King said at the 
address police found chande¬ 
liers, new kitchen units and a 
63-inch TV. An extension 
built in 2011 was estimated to 
have cost £18k. 

Sentencing was adjourned 
while reports are prepared on 
Mohammed and Mumtaz 
who are both of previous 
good character. 

All three are due to be sen¬ 
tenced in the week of March 
2 . 

A confiscation hearing will 
be heard at a later date.

IT is a false analogy to suggest that being 
responsible for the budget of a public ser¬ 
vice like Bedfordshire Police remotely 
resembles running a building site, as sug¬ 
gested by Mr Tom Matthews of Limbury 
C LoS , Letters, 1.2.15). 

Where, for example, does the government 
moving the goalposts and pursuing a policy 
of year on year police funding reductions fit 
with this contention? 

My proposal to increase the amount peo¬ 
ple pay through the council tax for policing 
(the police precept) by an average amount 
equivalent to 48p a week or £24.80 a year is 
a response to the strong feedback I get from 
the public who want to see Bedfordshire 
Police being more visible. 

What is more, far from it being an exercise 
in ‘putting my hands in the public’s pock¬ 
ets’, as Mr Matthews suggests, the increase 
requires the support of the public in a refer¬ 
endum, which would be held on the same 
day as the general election.

Thus far I have engaged with over 3,000 
people, split half and half between online 
and face-to-face. I can therefore assert with 
some confidence that the proposed increase 
is strongly supported, particularly when 
people appreciate that for the extra weekly 
cost of a pint of milk they will see 100 extra 
police officers.

I do 
not know why we are one of 
the last villages to be dealt 
with. 

“I have had no indication 
that work is being done to 
treat my ward and Sundon 
particularly seriously.” 

A spokesman for Central 
Beds Council said: “There 
has been a slight delay due to 
requirements to undertake 
additional modelling to 
ensure that local resources 
are targeted to local needs 
within each authority.”

A COLLEGE principal has said he is

“Many use the bus to get to and from college, 
although it’s too early for us to assess the full 
effects these proposals may have. 

“We’re hoping to sit down with representa¬ 
tives from Arriva in the next week to digest 
their plans and get more information about 
the impact they may have on our students.”

CARL MUNGAZI is on a 
mission to uncover the 
hidden stories of Luton.

GROWING up in his 
Spanish hometown of 
Albacete, 26-year-old 
Victor Campayo never 
thought he would one day 
live outside his country. 

He spent his childhood in 
Albacete playing with 
friends and family, going to 
school and enjoying the life 
of what he says was a ‘small, 
quiet town’. 

When he turned 18 he left 
home for the first time and 
went to university in Madrid 
where he completed a 
degree in journalism. 

During his studies he did 
an internship at a TV station 
in his hometown and after 
graduating, returned home 
and did a second internship 
at another station. 

Unfortunately, the station 
was unable to take him on 
full-time so Victor began 
looking for job opportuni¬ 
ties in England. 

After five months of 
searching he found work as 
an au pair in Luton for a year 
before moving to The 
Hampton by Hilton Hotel, 
where he has been working 
since. 

What was it like growing 
up in Albacete? 

Victor says: “It was quite a 
good childhood in a small, 
quiet town. It is not as big as 


Madrid, for example, where 
I studied for six years. 

“I had my own friends in 
my neighbourhood and 
from my school, and I had 
everything near my house, 
like the park. As a child that 
was better for me than 
living in a big city like 
Madrid. 

“I have friends there and 
they say that they don’t have 
as many friends because 
some of their friends live 
very far from them, so living 
in a town like Albacete was 
really good.” 

Moving away was some¬ 
thing Victor always wanted 
to do. His first move was to 
Madrid for university, and 
this was followed by the 
move to Luton. 

However, finding work 
was not easy. 

“Lor men it is really diffi¬ 


cult to find a job as an au 
pair and it took me five 
months to find a family,” he 
says. 

“I know some girls who 
found a family in one week 
or two weeks but for me it 
was more difficult.” 

Victor had three job inter¬ 
views in five months and it 
was on the last one he was 
hired to work for a family in 
the town. 

But leaving Albacete 
wasn’t easy. 

“Something happened to 
me when I left,” he says. 
“Before I got on the train at 
Albacete station to go to 
Madrid for the flight to 
Luton, I finally realised just 
what I was about to do. 

“Although I was sure that I 
wanted to come here, when 
I was saying bye to my mum 
- and at that time you don’t

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know when you are going to 
see her or your family - I 
started to cry and say that I 
didn’t know when I was 
going to come back to visit. 

“The whole journey to 
Madrid I was crying and one 
woman in the train asked 
me what was wrong. 

“I said it was because I was 
going to travel to another 
country and I didn’t know 
when I was coming back. 

“She started talking to me 
and being very kind to me. 

“She calmed me.” 

Initially, Victor says he 
didn’t like Luton, but as 
time went by he grew fond 
of it and made friends whom 
he said were instrumental 
in helping him find work 


and housing. Victor says his 
friends think he is ‘crazy’ 
because of the time he has 
spent away from Spain. 

However, although he 
admits to missing family 
and having moments of 
homesickness, Victor says 
he has not placed limits on 
where he could end up. 

“It would depend on the 
job and what they offer but I 
don’t normally think about 
that, I don’t know what I’m 
going to do tomorrow,” he 
says. 

“I just know what I’m 
thinking now and my ideas 
now. 

“Maybe in a couple of days 
I might think that I want to 
move to another country 


and learn a new language -1 
am crazy that way. 

“My friends said that I am 
crazy. 

“They don’t know why I 
have been here for so long 
and they ask me if I don’t 
want to go back to be with 
them and my family. 

“I said yes, of course, but 
I’m living here now and I’ve 
got my life here and my job 
here, so I don’t think about 
anything else. 

“Sometimes I am sad and I 
want to be there but then I 
think everything is here 
now. 

“So yes, why not? Maybe in 
the future I might want to 
move to the United States of 
America or South America.”

A £2,000 reward is being offered for infor¬ 
mation about a shooting in Marsh Farm.

Take a day out and beat a 
more ambitious nine-mile 
path from Woburn to The 
Grove Lock pub in Leighton 
Buzzard, or start at the pub 
and amble beside the canal 
for a more relaxed approach.

■Barton Springs:

Robert’s going for a new look with 
a little help from his old pal Jeeves

JEEVES AND WOOSTER IN 
PERFECT NONSENSE 

Milton Keynes Theatre 

April 7-11 

ROBERT Webb: comedian, 
actor and writer; one half of 
the double act Mitchell and 
Webb, best known for award¬ 
winning sitcom Peep Show. 

He’s done lots of telly and 
radio but he’s also enjoyed a 
successful career on the 
stage that started when he 
was at Cambridge University 
and vice-president of its 
drama club, Footlights 
(which is, coincidentally, 
where he first met David 
Mitchell). 

Last year, he starred in 
Perfect Nonsense, the award¬ 
winning West End stage 
adaptation of the PG 
Wodehouse novel, The Code 
of the Woosters. 

As Bertie Wooster, the 
famously sweet-natured but 
intellectually negligible toff 
about town, he received 
excellent reviews. 

Now he is reprising the role 
on tour and the show is 
coming to MK Theatre this 
April. 

I caught up with Robert 
before rehearsals started for 
the new show. 

Having just spent four 
months in the West End 
splashing around in pools of 
muddy water in Neville’s 
Island, will it be good to get 


back on to dry land in Perfect 
Nonsense? “It’s swings and 
roundabouts because in 
Devil’s Island I have quite 
long stretches of time off¬ 
stage and I don’t know what 
to do with my time. 

“In Perfect Nonsense I’m 
only off for about eight 
seconds during the course of 
the evening and I’m rushing 
about the whole time. 

“So it’s drier - but plenty of 
moisture is supplied by me. 
Neville’s Island is all about 
sitting on crates in stagnant 
water feeling hungry.” 

A bit like being in I’m a 
Celebrity. . .Get Me Out Of 
Here then? 

“Yes, and I can exclusively 
reveal that I’ve already been 
asked and turned it down!” 

You played the part of Bertie 
in the West End last year. Will 
it be different after a break of 
six months? 

“It’s a different cast with 
Jason Thorpe and Chris 
Ryan, (and I’m working with 
Ade Edmondson in Neville’s 
Island at the moment so I’m 
working my way through the 
cast of The Young Ones) so it 
will influence what I’m 
doing. But the show is actor- 
proof, it’s so brilliantly put 
together. It has a life of its 
own.” 

Had you read any PG 
Wodehouse when you were 
younger? 

“I’d read a couple of novels 
when I was a teenager and 
they made me laugh a lot. 
Actually I read the Code of 
the Woosters on which 


Perfect Nonsense is based 
and it’s very funny.” 

You’ve been pretty busy 
over the last year with your 
stage work and you will be 
touring for a little longer with 
Perfect Nonsense. But hasn’t 
a final, 9th series of Peep 
Show been promised? 

“Well, I’m only in the first 
part of the tour so after that, 
in late spring, I’ll have a 
holiday - or a nervous break¬ 
down (which is probably the 
same thing). 

“Then we’ll be recording 
the final series of Peep Show 
to be aired in the late 
autumn.” 

Did you ever think for one 
minute that you’d be playing 
Bertie one day? 

“No, I’d only vaguely decid¬ 
ed that I wanted to be an 
actor when I was about 14. I 
went around saying I wanted 
to do something in comput¬ 
ers which was what every¬ 
body expected of a teenage 
boy then.”

Originally designed as a ‘personal 
health companion’, the loveable 
robot takes on a more heroic roll to 
fight bad guys and soar over the 
stunning backdrop of the futuristic 
San Fransokyo: a clever cultural 
hybrid of Tokyo and San Francisco. 

The story is a seamless blend of 
genres from superhero, animation 
and action which pulls in the best

ARTISTS - and creative types in general - 
tend to make interesting subjects for feature 
films. 

There is something fascinating about watch¬ 
ing how someone can consistently produce 
quality work whilst underneath they are a 
caught in a storm of emotions. 

American director Tim Burton (Sweeney 
Todd, Corpse Bride, Planet of the Apes) picked 
one subject for his film Big Eyes. 

The film chronicles the life of American 
painter Margaret Keane, famous for her paint¬ 
ings of large-eyed children in the 1950s, and 
the lawsuit that followed when she accused 
her then husband Walter Keane of fraudulently 
claiming her work as his own.

Burton, who himself has commissioned 
Margaret to do a couple of paintings, said 
when he found out the scriptwriters, who he 
had previously worked with, were writing the 
script for the film, he felt they had been 
‘working on parallel universes in the lead-up 
to this project’.

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BMW always said it wouldn’t go front-wheel 
drive but it’s caved in with the 2 Series Active 
Tourer. It also marks a first foray into the 
compact MPV market and goes head to head 
with the Mercedes B-Class. Certain things are 
traditional BMW. A lot of money’s been spent 
on engines and chassis development. 

The 2 Series Active Tourer launches with a choice of three 
transversely-mounted engines developed from the same 
modular source. Even the entry level petrol engine has a bit of 
zip to it, the 136PS 1.5-litre three-cylinder 218i getting to 62mph 
in less than 10 seconds. Step up to the 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
turbo engine in the 225i and you’re looking at a 23IPS unit that’s 
got some real punch. Give this one the full beans and 62mph will 
vanish in just 6.8 seconds. Maybe the 2 Series badge wasn’t such 
an aberration. Should you prefer something a bit more sedate, 
try the 150 PS 2.0-litre diesel in the 218d. 

Just because this vehicle drives the front wheels doesn’t mean 
that BMW has decided to go on a manic cost-cutting frenzy. 
Where you might expect to find a compact torsion beam rear 
suspension, BMW has instead fitted a much more complex and 
expensive multi-link rear end. It’s almost as if the Bavarians are 
overcompensating for something. The 2 Series Active Tourer 
also benefits from a chassis where weight has been taken out 
where possible with the use of ultra-high strength steels in 
key stress points. The result is that the kerb weight of the 218i 
is a mere 1,320kg. That’s only two kilos more than a 1.4-litre 
Vauxhall Meriva. A six-speed manual comes as standard, but 
there are six-speed and eight-speed automatics on offer.. 


This is a compact MPV and as such, it’s fairly inevitable that the 
basic shape is going to be somewhat generic. Cover the badges 
and grille and most would probably identify this as a Mercedes. 
The details are nicely executed, but this remains one of the more 
conservative designs. Compared to something like a Citroen 
C4 Picasso, this one’s very toned down. Some of the most 
fascinating aspects of this car’s execution aren’t immediately 
obvious. The three-cylinder 1.5-litre petrol engine also sees 
service in vehicles as diverse as the BMW i8 hybrid supercar and 
the MINI. Ignore the 2 Series name for a bit as this car doesn’t 
share its underpinnings with the 2 Series Coupe. Instead, it runs 
on a lengthened version of the MINI chassis with the wheelbase 
extended to 2,670mm. 

If you’re a rear-wheel drive BMW fundamentalist, the 2 Series 
Active Tourer will have you frothing at the mouth but then the 
X5 probably did the same when that was first launched and look 
how significantly that vehicle has contributed to the Munich 
maker’s bottom line. In many regards, it was BMW themselves 
that were responsible for perpetuating a dogmatic engineering- 
led line and it’s one they now have to chew through a lot of 
humble pie in order to move forward. 

The 2 Series Active Tourer is a vehicle this brand needs to make. 
It’s been blowing budget developing models that appeal to 
minuscule sub-niches without addressing a major market. 

That’s largely due to the fact that in order to exploit the MPV 
sector, it needed a front-wheel drive car and it needed to 
overcome that awkward moment. That seems to have happened: 
the 2 Series Active Tourer is here, it looks good and we all need 
to move on. It’s a new era for BMW and one that will only be 
good for UK customers.

FAMILIARITY will rarely feel as comforting 
for Luton. 

After the long-awaited goal-fest of last week 
the Hatters settled back into that most recog¬ 
nisable of post-Christmas results - a draw.

JAYDEN Stockley opened 
his account for Luton in a 
hard-fought 1-1 draw at 
Oxford and crowed: 
“Hopefully that’s the first 
of many to come.” 

On transfer deadline day, 
the Bournemouth striker 
extended his Hatters loan 
for another month and he 
celebrated by firing Town 
ahead at the Kassam 
Stadium against the run of 
play. 

It was his fifth game for 
the club and he said: “I’m 
proud to get the first goal 
out of the way and hope¬ 
fully I’ll get a few more.” 

It was a classic striker’s 
finish, steering Shaun 
Whalley’s cross past the 
outstretched fingers of 
United keeper Ryan Clarke 
and in off the post. 

It seemed to take an age to 
cross the line and Stockley 
added: “It felt like an abso¬ 
lute age to get in the goal 


but as soon as it crossed the 
line it was a moment of joy. 

“It’s just unfortunate that 
we didn’t hold on to the 
lead.” 

Johnny Mullins equalised 
seven minutes later, just 
before half time, which was 
not undeserved as Oxford 
had dominated proceed¬ 
ings. 

Indeed, when Town took 
the lead in the 36th minute 
it was the first time they’d 
put their hosts under the 
pump. 

Stockley said: “That was 
the first time in the game 
that we had some sustained 
pressure so I gambled on a 
shot-cross from Shaun. 

“He can call it what he 
wants but I managed to 
poke it goalwards and it 
crept in the tightest of gaps 
so I’m very happy about 
that.” 

Despite his strike and the 
fact that he instantly oust¬ 
ed top scorer Mark Cullen 
from the side on his arrival 
at Kenilworth Road, 
Stockley insists he is not 
looking beyond his current 


one-month deal. 

“I’ve settled in really 
well,” he said, adding: “I 
love the area, love the place 
and the fans are brilliant. It 
was a no-brainer to extend 
it. I’m just taking it month 
by month, game by game, 
picking up points for Luton 
and hopefully getting pro¬ 
motion.” 

Ryan Hall and Tottenham 
loanee Nathan Oduwa both 
made their Luton debuts 
after signing in the last 
week. The latter - a second 
half substitute - was the 
more effective, showing a 
desire to run at players, but 
Stockley was impressed 
with what he saw from 
both. 

He said: “I think they’ll 
give us the pace that we 
need, especially on the 
wings, plus the creativity 
around the box. As a strik¬ 
er, hopefully I can capital¬ 
ise on that. 

“I think both gave a great 
impression as to what they 
can give us, going forwards 
this season, especially our 
aim to get promoted.”
